Republican 
majority in the Assembly, strengthened 
by defections from the ranks ‘of half a:

ceeded in -beating daylight saving repeal, 
today. ‘passed the, Fowler. bill, which re- 
peals the State ‘daylight savings law 
end gives to municipalities - the right to 
decide the time question for themselves. 
The vote was 78 to 58. The measure, 
having “been passed by ‘the ‘Senate, now 
goes to Governor Smith. - 

The Assembly’s action was character- 
ized by the few Republicans who refused 
to obey ‘Speaker Sweet's dictum and his 
Democratic opponents as the most, open 
demonstration ‘of organization rule — 
staged in the House.’

This 
will. conduce: to Democratic harmony 
and will accord. with my individual 
plans, which will not ‘permit me, during 
the remainder of the year, to. undertake 
such continuotis service‘in the Senate as 
I have had ~ during one past twelve 
months. 
The withdrawal of — Hitehcock 
was believed to assure the practically 
unanimous election of Senator Under- 
wood, the only other candidate for the 
place. At a caucus held two months ago 
j there wes a deadlock between these 
candidates, when Senator Hoke Smith 
of Georgia declined to vote for either. 
Since that time indications have point- 
ed to Senator Underwood's election at 
the next caucus. It was that a 
joint .call, to. be issued by Senators 
Hitchcock and Underwood, would be re- 
quired for enother caucus, ' Senator 
Hitchcock wished the decision deferred 
and this was done. 
Now that the Peace Treaty has been 
disposed of, temporarily at‘ least, and 
the Nebraska primaries are over, neither 
side saw any reason for further delay. 
Senator Wnderwood said today that as. 
Democratic leader he would oppose the 
peace resolution. He expected the Pres- 
ident to resubmit the treaty some time 
this Summer, he said, and declared that 
ite-ratification was the only means by 


which could be made. Mr. Un-

The gain-is all New Jersey's, but the 
loss is not all New York’s.

New.Jersey alone cannot provide 
terminal tracks for all eleven railways 
which end on the New Jersey side of 
the- Hiidson. New York alone cagnot 
do it so-long as New Jerséy has the 
railways. The proposal to unite these 
elements of the. terminal situation 
would have abolished lighterage, ex- 
cept when it was beneficial, and would 
have benefited both States and the 
nation. It is irritating to think that 
the work done in inducing New Jersey 
to join resources with New York was 
host by the opposition of a part of New 
York, and against the considered opin- 
ion of the authorities on what the situ- 
ation. calls, for, until: New Jersey ‘re- 
ceived: e@couragement ‘inducing it to 
** go it alone.’’
